NIGHT SWIMMING 


L ONDON Fields Lido 
users will soon be able 
to swim into the darker 
evenings as the Council 
gets set to illuminate the 
heated outdoor Olympic-sized 
swimming pool. 

The Lido will be open to the 
public between 6.30am and 9pm, 
all year round from December, 
allowing residents to use the 
heated facilities before and after 
work in autumn and winter. 

Work will commence on the 
phased installation of eight 
floodlight columns on 
8 September, after the Planning 


Inspectorate gave the nod to the 
Council’s plans in May. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for Health, 
Social Care and Culture, said: 
“We talked to Lido users about 
how we could improve what 
has quickly become a much-loved 
borough asset since we reopened 
the pool in 2006 after a major 
refurbishment. 

“The overwhelming response 
was that people wanted to swim 
more often, later into the year, 
and before and after work or 
into the evenings - the floodlights 
mean residents will now be able 


to do so. 

“The pool owes much of its 
popularity to its environmentally- 
friendly heating system, which 
keeps the water temperature 
at a constant 25 C, even in the 
coldest weather. Now, with these 
extended opening hours, there’s 
no excuse not to take a dip and 
enjoy all the health and lifestyle 
benefits that swimming brings.” 

In addition to the floodlights, 
lighting will also be installed to 
the poolside changing cubicles 
and new LEDs will illuminate 
the entrance and cycle rack area. 
The underwater pool lights will 


also be replaced with new energy- 
saving bulbs. 

The lighting has been selected 
in order to minimise potential 
light pollution for residents and 
wildlife. The work, which is not 
expected to affect the availability 
of the pool, will be completed by 
the end of November. 

Etec Contract Services, a South 
Woodford-based company, has 
been awarded the contract 
following a tendering process. 

The Council and its leisure 
partner GLL gave residents and 
Lido users the opportunity to view 
the proposals earlier this year.

New pavilion proposed 


P LANS have been 
submitted for a 
new £3.6million 
sports pavilion on 
Hackney Marshes. 

If approved, it would 
mark the completion of a 
long-term project called 
‘Remaking the Marshes’ 
with the goal of making 
facilities on the Marshes fit 
for the 21st century. 

The proposed building 
in North Marsh will 
provide modern cricket and 
football changing rooms, 
as well as a social space and 
viewing gallery. 

It will replace the current 
changing facilities next to 
Cow Bridge, off Mandeville 
Road, which do not meet 
current regulations. 

A new car park has also 
been proposed, which is 
smaller than the one that 
used to serve North Marsh 
before 2010. It has 68 car 
spaces compared to 240. 

Hackney Marshes is 
widely considered the home 
of grassroots football with 
more than 60 football 
pitches, the greatest 
concentration anywhere 
in Europe. It also has 10 
cricket pitches and three

rugby pitches. 

However, the pitches in 
the northern area are poorly 
served by the existing 
changing block, meaning 
players and teams are often 
put off from using them. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “Hackney 
Marshes is a fantastic 
asset for the borough and 
is renowned across the 
world as the home 


of grassroots football. 

It’s also increasingly 
becoming a centre for 
cricket in London. 

“The current North 
Marsh changing rooms are 
not fit for purpose. The 
Marshes needs modern 
facilities that are accessible 
to the widest possible range 
of people. 

“When not being used 
for sport this is a beautiful 
and tranquil area and, as 
such, we’ve tried hard to 


ensure the new pavilion 
will be as unobtrusive and 
eco-friendly as possible, not 
detrimental to local wildlife 
and shielded by greenery.” 

Proposals for a new 
pavilion and its suggested 
location were supported 
by the majority of residents 
during a public consultation 
last year, which also found 
63 per cent of respondents 
would play more sport if 
one was built. 

The Football Foundation 
and the England and Wales 
Cricket Board, which have 
contributed £2.7million 
towards the project, have 
also backed the proposals. 

Part of the planning 
application also seeks 
retrospective permission 
for the East Marsh car park 
to replace the one which 
was built over to create the 
temporary transport hub 
and other facilities for the 
2012 Olympic Games.

RIBUTES are 
being paid to Ron 
Newman who died 
on 22 August, at St 
Joseph’s Hospice, aged 55. 

Ron worked for Disability 
BackUp and was a long- 
term Hackney resident 
who worked diligently 
to improve services for 
disabled people. 

A wheelchair user himself, 
following a stroke in 2002, 
Ron was conscious of the 
problems disabled people 
faced, and campaigned 
tirelessly for equality and 
inclusion for everyone. 

Ron became co-ordinator 
of the London 2012 
disability advocate group 
(DAG) - set up to support 
and engage disabled people 


during the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games - 
and also volunteered as 
a Games Maker. 

Last year Ron hosted 
an international day for 
disabled people event at 
Cre8 Lifestyle Centre, in 
Hackney Wick, with an 
emphasis on opportunities 
for disabled people. 

This year, Hackney 
CVS will be awarding Ron 
a posthumous Adiaha 
Antigha Lifetime Award for 


outstanding contribution to 
Hackney’s voluntary and 
community sector and for 
services to disabled people. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “Ron was 
a tireless campaigner for 
disabled people’s rights, and 
campaigned with energy 
and enthusiasm to make the 
borough a more inclusive 
place for everyone. 

“In addition to his work 
in the community, Ron gave 
freely of his time whenever 


the Council wanted 
service users’ input to any 
consultations or service 
redesign - he was always 
willing to offer advice, 
never afraid to speak his 
mind, and he often made 
the Council think again in a 
constructive way.” 

Meg Hillier, MP for 
Hackney South and 
Shoreditch, added: 

“Ron was a passionate 
campaigner for disability 
rights. He always made sure 
that the rights and needs of 
disabled people in Hackney 
were on the agenda locally.” 

Ron is survived by his 
three daughters and his 
wife, Miriam. A service in 
memory of his life will be 
held on 12 September.

S TREET artist and 
gallerist Charley 
Uzzell Edwards, 
aka Pure Evil, 
is best known for his 
depictions of distorted, 
fanged rabbits that adorn 
walls around the world. 

His artwork has been 
exhibited and sold 
globally, and has even 
featured on BBC One’s 
The Apprentice’ and 
Channel 4’s Tour Rooms’. 

But why the name Pure 
Evil? Charley says: “When 
I was about 10 or so, I saw 
some rabbits and shot at 
them. They kind of vanished 
in a puff of smoke and, 
when I walked over, there 
was a dead rabbit. 

“I’d killed it and felt 
terrible. When I was 
drawing in my sketch 
book one day, this character 
- this little bunny rabbit - 
appeared, and I wrote ‘pure 
evil’ next to it.” 


The name stuck, and it is 
used for both the gallery in 
Leonard Street and is also 
Charley’s alias. 

Pure Evil is not the 
only famous name in the 
family: his father was Welsh 
artist John Uzzell Edwards, 
and his great, great 
(times 26) grandfather 
was the 16th-century 
Lord Chancellor, Sir 
Thomas More. 

Charley claims he became 
a street artist ‘by accident.’ 
He lived in San Francisco 
in the 1990s, where he 
designed street wear for 
clothing company Anarchic 
Adjustment. But at the 
turn of the millennium his 
visa was revoked and he 
was no longer able to live 
in California. Instead, he 
found himself living in a 
warehouse in Curtain Road. 

Charley recalls: “There 
was this deus ex machina 
moment, where God’s 


machine said: ‘You can’t 
go back to California. You 
have to stay in London.’ 

“But then it was the 
best time to be in London 
because there was so much 
growth of prints and street 
art. I was in the right place 
at the right time.” 


His idea to run a gallery 
was inspired by film director 
and art show curator Aaron 
Rose, who ran the Alleged 
Gallery in New York. Aaron 
helped to popularise the 
work of street artists such 
as Shepard Fairey and Steve 
‘Espo’ Powers. 


Charley’s 
own 

Pure Evil 
gallery has 
exhibited work by street 
artists including ROA, Sten 
and Lex, Ben Eine, Pro 176, 
Mr Cenz 

and Gustavo Ortiz. 

His latest project, 

365 Street Art, involves 
creating at least one piece 
of art every day. Charley 
explains: “When I was 
in Reykjavik, I went out 
and found odd objects like 
ladders and leaves and beer 
bottles. I drew on them, 
then photographed and 
Instagrammed them. 

“It creates a buzz, and 
people were running around 
trying to find the artwork. 
It’s good fun - you can have 
an exhibition in the streets.” 

Although he has recently 
moved out of Hackney, 
Charley spent 14 years 
living in various parts of

Pictures paint a thousand words

PICTURE can 
be a great way 
of conveying 
information, 
which is probably why 
old photographs and 
images are one of the most 
popular sources kept at 
Hackney Archives. 

The Archives has over 
20,000 images - most of 
them of buildings and streets 
- but not many of people. 
The team were therefore 
delighted when they were 
donated the negative 
collection of RA Gibson 
Photographers’ Studio. 

Ron Gibson first opened 
his own camera shop and 
studio business in 1950, 
when he was still in his early 
twenties. He started out at 
8 Upper Clapton Road (the 
site is now under Lea Bridge 
Roundabout). However 
he was only there for three 


years before moving to 97 
Lower Clapton Road. He 
was based there for the 
rest of his professional life, 
and the studio, which was 
bought by his assistant after 
his retirement, stayed open 
for almost 60 years, until its 
closure last year. 

The negatives given to the 
Archives date from 1952 
up until the late 1970s. The 
earlier ones are all black 
and white, but by the 1970s 
Gibson was taking colour 
photographs as well. 

The images give a 
wonderful view of 
Hackney’s social history 
during this period - what 
people were doing, and 
what they thought was 
worth photographing - at 
a time when it wasn’t just 
a question of pulling your 
phone out. 

Many of Gibson’s 
index books and business 
diaries from the 1960s 
were also donated, which 


help to show what types 
of commissions the studio 
was taking on. Much of 
the work was wedding 
photographs, and Saturdays 
were by far the studio’s 
busiest day of the week - 
with almost wall-to-wall 
weddings. The diaries show 
that Bar Mitzvahs were 
also common, as were staff 
retirement presentations. 

A brief look through the 
negatives brings up a wide 
selection of other events, 
from Hackney Bowling 


Club dinner and dance to 
a long-service presentation 
at Bush Boake Allen & Co 
Ltd, and from photos of 
Marks & Spencers (Stoke 
Newington branch) to a 
group photograph of the 
children at Waltham Forest 
Jewish Day School. Gibson 
also took plenty of portraits 
in the studio as well as going 
out to photograph events. 

From the number of 
repeat customers, both 
businesses and individuals, 
it is obvious that RA Gibson 


Photographers was a 
popular studio. 

Gibson sold the business 
in 1989 due to ill health, 
and he died eight years 
later at the age of 68. His 
memory lives on in the 
many photographs he took 
and the happiness they still 
bring to others. 

Hackney Archives 
and Hackney Museum 
would be interested to 
hear from anyone who 
had their portrait taken at 
Gibson’s studio during the 
1950s-1970s and still have 
their photos. 

The Museum has already 
heard back from several 
former customers following 
an article in issue 335 of 
Hackney Today. 

Unfortunately, as 
Hackney Archives only 
holds the Studio’s index 
books from parts of the 
1960s, it can be very 
difficult to identify the 
people in the negatives, 


so if you recognise any 
of the faces in the 
unidentified photos on this 
page, get in touch.

Sous chef Lorren Joseph says: “With summer almost over, and it getting a bit 
colder, I like warm comfort food. Nothing screams ‘comfort and warmth’ more to 
me then a nice beef stroganoff with rich mashed potatoes. 


Beef Stroganoff 


Makes 4 


Ingredients 

• 1 kg beef strips (sirloin steak sliced) 
marinated in 1 tablespoon of salt 
and half a tablespoon of pepper 

• 2 onions finely sliced 

• 4 carrots (paysanne) 

• 500g button mushrooms 
•1 tbsp of chopped thyme 

• 5 cloves garlic 

• 1 whole head celery 
•2 large leeks 

• 500ml chicken stock 
•125ml double cream 
•1 tbsp chopped parsley 

• 1 tbsp of chopped rosemary 

• 30ml olive oil. 


Preparation time 

10 mins 

Cooking time 

1 hour 


Method 

• Heat the olive oil in a large ‘heavy bottom’ pan, mid to 
high heat 

• Add the onions, leeks, celery, thyme and rosemary 
and sweat off until soft and translucent. Add the 
crushed garlic and continue to sweat down until soft 

• Push veg to side of pan, add a touch more oil to centre 
of pan, and add the beef 

• Saute the beef for about 5 minutes, until covered. 

Add carrots to the pan and continue to sweat off 

• Add the washed button mushrooms, sweat off for 2 
minutes then add chicken stock and allow to simmer 
for 30mins 

• Just before you take the pan off the heat add your 
double cream and parsley and stir. Allow to stand for 
1 0mins minimum before serving.

Have your say on services for women affected by FGM 


INDIVIDUALS, groups 
and communities that have 
been affected by the practice 
of female genital mutilation 
(FGM) are being asked for 
their views on what services 
are needed to protect 
women in Hackney. 

The Council is working 
with partners and local 
community groups to 
increase awareness of the 
issue and provide the right 
services and support for 
women and girls who have 
been affected or are at risk 
of FGM. 

Around 137,000 women 


are likely to have undergone 
FGM in the UK, including a 
significant number in 
Hackney. FGM refers to all 
procedures that involve 
partial or total removal of 
the external parts of a 
woman’s genital organs for 
non-medical reasons. 
Survivors can be left with 
lifelong physical problems, 
including difficulty in 
childbirth and psychological 
trauma. Some women even 
lose their lives. 

The Council is seeking 
views on potential new 
services including an FGM 


clinic, a prevention service, 
a community education 
programme, FGM support 
groups and a women’s 
health and leadership skills 
training programme.

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The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 201 4. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.
